"The inspection resulted in a 
finding that the property woe 
physically suitable for an ar¬ 
mory site. On the 15th of De¬ 
cember, 1948, at the request of 
the Commanding GeneraL 40th 
Division, all further proceed¬ 
ings to process the armory site 
for acceptance was suspended 
pending further organisational 
changes in the 40th Division.

One cannot say off-hand that the city needs or does not need 
a civic center or a more adequate city hall—principally because the 
need itself, if it develops at all, will not be looking over our shoulder 

for several years. .• u 

The point is that if the need is going to develop sometime be¬ 
tween now and 1960 it might be well for the city to consider the 
purchase of land. This is apparent because available land is rapidly 

disappearing. . l 11 j l 

Purchase of land does not mean that a new city hall need be 
built immediately. But when a new ci^ hall is needed, cost to the 
taxpayers for land will be prohibitive if homes and stores must be 
condemned and torn down. 

It is the Planning Commission's responsibility to plan and make 
well considered recommendations. It is the City Council's respon¬ 
sibility to weigh these recommendations carefully and study them 
thoroughly. 

They cannot be passed off lightly. The Council knows all- too 
well, or it should know, that short sightedness in this day of ex¬ 
panding populations and increasing business property values is ex¬ 
ceedingly expensive. The Council has had experience along this 
line in the past. 

This should not be construed as "pressure" on the city fathers to 
either accept or reject the Planning Commission's recommendation. 
But it is suggested that the Council have a long think and take a 
long look into the future. 

In making its study the Council should consider the use now made 
of City Hall. Admittedly, it is Inadequate, but its present Inade-« 
quacy may lie in the failure to efficiently use what there is of it for 
today's need. 

In any event, the people can be assured that they will have the 
final say through a bond election.

"A Man Called White.” This 
is an exciting, sometimes heart¬ 
ening but more often disquiet¬ 
ing book. It is the autobio¬ 
graphy of Walter White, a man 
whose skin is the color of his 
name, yet he is a Negro. He 
could easily pass for a white 
man, but he has elected to re¬ 
main openly a member of his 
race. 

Every aspect of Negro life Is 
taken up in this book- political, 
social, economic, religious. Car¬ 
lyle once said that if a book 
comes fro mthe heart, it will 
continue to reach other hearts. 
This is such a book; it should 
be widely read, particularly at 
this period of our history for It 
gives us an account of racial 
prejudice in our American dem¬ 
ocracy. 

Walter White’s parents were 
simple, honest, God-fearing 
people; the portrait of his fa¬ 
ther is unforgettable. They 
managed to give their light- 
skinned son a college education 
in spite of heavy odds against 
them. When Walter graduated 
the problems of his race were 
so uppermost in his mind and 
heart that he went after a job 
with the National Association 
for the Advancement of Color¬ 
ed People. This association 
came into being in 1909, and 
the story of its progress is the 
most heartening part of the 
book. It is the story also of 
many cour a g e o u s men and 
women who fought along with 
Walter White. They had to 
wage an unending fight 
against prejudice, but they 
managed to exist, and slowly 
to grow. 

The disheartening part of the 
book is that racial prejudice 
is about where it was; hatred 
and violence is just under¬ 
neath the surface. Negroes are 
still denied equal and econ¬ 
omic opportunities. But Walter 
White and his associates have 
a right to be proud. They have 
served their race with distinc¬ 
tion and with great courage.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE REGULAT¬ 
ING TRUCKING AND HEAVY 
H A U LI N G ON CERTAIN 
PUBLIC STREETS, AND AVE¬ 
NUES, OF THE CITY OF SI¬ 
ERRA MADRE, AND PRO¬ 
VIDING PENAL TIES FOR 
THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to operate any com¬ 
mercial vehicle when such 
commercial vehicle weighs 
more than 4000 pounds, laden 
or unladen, or any other ve¬ 
hicle when such latter vehicle 
weighs more than 4000 pounds, 
upon or along the following 
public streets or avenues of the 
City of Sierra Madre, to wit: 

Orange G'rove Avenue, - Sun- 
nyside Avenue, except when it 
is necessary for any commer¬ 
cial vehicle to use said streets 
or avenues by direct route to 
or from a street the use of 
which is not restricted for the 
purpose of delivering or load¬ 
ing for transportation goods, 
wares, or merchandise, but then 
only by such use of the afore¬ 
mentioned streets or avenues 
as is reasonably negessary to 
accomplish such delivery or 
loading. 

SECrriON 2. The Chief of Po¬ 
lice is hereby authorized and 
empowered to cause to be erect¬ 
ed and maintained such ap¬ 
propriate signs as will best 
serve to give notice of the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance, which 
signs shall inform the traveling 
public of the establishment of 
the rules for travel upon the 
streets or avenues affected by 
this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3, The provisions of 
this Ordinance shall not apply 
to any vehicle which is subject 
to the provisions of Section 
SOVi of the Public Utilities Act 
of the State of California. 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance 
is required as and declared to 
be an emergency measure nec¬ 
essary for the immediate pres¬ 
ervation of the public peace, 
health and safety and the facts 
constituting such necessity are 
as follows: those portions of 
Orange Grove Avenue and Sun- 
nyside Avenue described in this 
Ordinance have been improved 
with materials which are not of 
sufficient durability to with¬ 
stand heavy traffic and oyer 
which considerable heavy traf¬ 
fic is now traveling and which 
traffic will cause irreparable 
damage to said streets if al¬ 
lowed to continue; therefore, 
the passage of this ordinance 
to prohibit such traffic thereon 
is immediately required. To this 
end, it is necessary that this 
Ordinance shall take effect im¬ 
mediately. 

SECTION 5. That any person 
firm or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon a conviction there¬ 
on shall be punishable by fine 
not exceeding the sum of Five 
Hundred ($5(K).00) Dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the City Jail 
or in the County Jail of the 
County of Los Angeles, at the 
discretion of the committing 
magistrate, for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding six (6) months, or by 
both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

SECTION 6. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause 
the same to be published once 
in the Sierra Madre News, a 
newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre, 
and thereupon and thereafter 
the same shall take effect and 
be in force.

Had the cars struck a split sec¬ 
ond sooner, well, you can Im¬ 
agine. We must learn that even 
tho’ there is not a Boulevard 
Stop sign at an intersection, a 
danger still peers around the 
corner. . . Woman falls in a 
faint and receives severe in¬ 
juries. Mackie and Rauscher 
give aid. 

Another traffic accident at 
the same corner and in a sim¬ 
ilar manner. Cars meet at Sun- 
nyside and Mariposa. One car 
finally stopped over the curb, 
75 feet from the intersection. 
Much damage, but once more, 
fate was good. No one injured. 
A split second once more made 
a difference. Instead of meet¬ 
ing fairly in the middle, that 
split second saved them all. 

False reports of "Family 
Trouble.” Could there be such 
people. . . A loud party at 1:00 
a. m. agrees to "break up.” . . 
Dog trouble, petty theft, grease 
fire and a message to deliver. 

. .Another petty theft. . Noisy 
boys. . . Runaway boy, . “Fam¬ 
ily Trouble.” Man who had left 
home, returned and started 
happenings. Left when the po¬ 
lice were called. . . Because of 
the many “blind” intersections 
throughout the City, it is very 
much advisable that those who 
are in a rush to attend a func¬ 
tion, or who might be in a hur¬ 
ry to pick up a passenger, or 
who might be thinking of the 
Club’s program, or any of those 
matters that take our minds 
off driving, t o forget every¬ 
thing but the driving of the 
car. Fate will not protect us 
forever.
